Many people, including members of 
the Canadian Red Cross, have asked us what our job will be if the war should suddenly end. 


We reply that we can only see ahead greater responsibilities than ever. Both in Europe and at home 
the work of the Red Cross must go on. The war will not bring an end to suffering and want, to 
the care of our Prisoners of War, to our WoundcJ, and to the millions whose homes and way of 
life have been dislocated by strife. — 


We therefore feel that every Canadian has a right to some knowledge of what our responsibilities 
will be in thé event of peace, and just how we propose to discharge those responsibilities. We treat 
each of*our main activities under its respective heading. 


BLOOD SERUM SERVICE —Red Cross Blood Serum has 
saved countless lives in battle. The end of the war ‘will 
see the end of painful war Wounds. The demand for 
serum on the fighting fronts, except the Far East,’ will 
cease. But the Red Cross Blood Serum Service should 
be continued for: civilian use. If the Red Cross makes 
it freely available it can save thousands of the lives of 
our own civilian citizens when war has ended. 


PRISONERS OF WAR—With the end of hostilities our 
Prisoners of War will automatically cease to be Pri- 
soners. Chaos and breakdown in Germany will prob- 
ably ensue. The German state will cease to care for 
them. They will become wards of the Allied General 
in command of the Occupation Forces. Transportation

BECAUSE OF THE CLOSE TIES binding Canada to both Britain and 
the United States, there is a tendency for us to compare their institutions 
and their, industrial progress to our own.

However, it should not be forgotten that some 
of our finest achievements have been purely Canadian in character, and we 
may be justly proud of what has been done in this way. One of these 
achievements is our commercial banking system, which is known as being 
among the soundest and best organized in the world.

served by ten chartered banks, operating on a nation-wide scale; and serv- 
ing the various parts of the country by means of branches. These branches, 
situated throughout the Dominion, now number 3,200, and they are managed 
by men who are well informed on financial matters and also familiar with 
local business conditions. In every community the banks have played an| 
important part in facilitating and encouraging expansion in business, agri- 
culture, and industry.

Some Useful Hints 


Ways In Which Butter Can Be Made 
To Go Further | 

To help the butter spread thinner 
and go further, it should always ‘be 
removed from the refrigerator some 
time before a meal or before making 
sandwiches so that it will soften. For 
table use or for sandwiches, try whip- 
ping half a°cup of milk which should 
be at room temperature into half a 
pound of butter add salt to taste, 
mould and chill until firm. 

Baked potatoes are hard on butter 
when served the usual way, but little 
or no butter is needed if the centres 
are scooped out when the potatoes 
are baked, mashed up light and fluffy 
with cream or top milk, and then . 
stuffed back into: the skins. :

For some years past the Alberta Wheat 
Poo! has been issuing substantial sums in 
the form of patronage dividends and _ for 
the purchase of reserves at about this time 
of the year. Members who may be looking. 
forward to the same will undoubtedly be 
disappointed to hear that these payments 
will not be forthcoming. Until it is made 
clear whether the federal government will 
tax such earnings or not. these payments 
will have to be held up. If it is decided to 
tax the earnings the amount of the pay- 
ment willbe lessened by the amount of the 
tax. :
